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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to a router. Each independent claim identifies the 
uniquely distinct features: regarding claim 1, wherein comparing the codes corresponding to 
matching Internet Protocol address prefixes to find a longest matching Internet Protocol address 
prefix involves using information in the code that signifies the degree of relevance of the match 
thereby allowing the encoder to find more relevant matches by removing less relevant matches 
from consideration; wherein finding more relevant matches by removing less relevant matches 
from consideration involves changing the matching status of the less relevant matches to a non 
matching status; regarding claim 9, wherein comparing the codes corresponding o matching 
Internet Protocol address prefixes in an encoder to find a longest matching Internet Protocol 
address prefix involves using; information in the code that signifies the degree of relevance of 
the match thereby allowing the encoder to find more relevant matches by removing less relevant 
matches from consideration; wherein finding more relevant matches by removing less relevant 
matches from consideration involves changing the matching status of the less relevant matches to 
a non matching status; regarding claim 12 (originally filed claim 26), wherein comparing the 
codes corresponding to matching Internet Protocol address prefixes to find a longest matching 
Internet Protocol address prefix involves using, information in the code that signifies the degree 
of relevance of the match thereby allowing the encoder to find more relevant matches by 
removing less relevant matches from consideration; wherein finding more relevant matches by 
removing less relevant matches from consideration involves changing the matching status of the 
less relevant matches to a non matching status. The closest prior art, Varghese et al. (US 
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6,449,256) and Kloth et al. (US 6,570,877) disclose conventional communication systems, either 
singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above features obvious.
